DIGGING AND HANDLING PLANT MATERIAL 


Evergreen plants (narrow leaved or broadleaf) are 
always transplanted with a ball of earth. This is called 
balled & burlapped (B&B). Plants of this nature are 
handled this way because they are evergreen and trans- 
spire (give off moisture) continuously. There are also 
some deciduous types (lose their leaves in the Fall), 


that have to be handled B&B or grown in containers 
because of their inability to recover after transplanting. 

Almost all deciduous plants except very large specimens 
are dug and handled bare root (B.R.) when they are 
dormant. A plant is dormant after it has shed its leaves 
in the Fall and before growth starts in the Spring. 


EVERGREEN SCREENING PLANTS 


Where a tall hedge or screening is wanted, the following 
are ideal. They are also useful as windbreaks and back- 
ground material for flowering trees and shrubs. 


Tsuga canadensis CANADIAN HEMLOCK 
One of the best evergreens for hedge or screen. Can be kept 
to any desired height by shearing. The more these trees are 
sheared the heavier and fuller they get. Will tolerate 
part shade. (See page 9.) 


Thuja ARBORVITAE 
The Arborvitae is excellent where a tall, narrow hedge or 
screen is desired. Will not grow as wide as the Hemlock and 
can therefore be used where space is limited. Will not 
tolerate shade.

Planting Instructions for Balled Material 
Figures: | and II 


1. The hole is dug a little deeper than the ball and from 
8 to 12 inches wider. Keep top soil and sub soil separate. 
Fig. I. 


2. Plant is faced and centered in hole. 


3. Several inches of top soil and humus is packed around 
ball. Cut burlap and fold it back into hole. Fig. I. 


4. Continue to back fill hole with top soil and humus, 
packing as you go. 

5. As the top soil runs out finish off with sub soil on top 
leaving a ring or saucer of soil above ground to hold 
moisture around plant. Fig. II. Fill this saucer with 
water, let settle and fill again. After this the plant 
should be watered twice a week. 


6. Stake and wire trees as indicated in Fig. II.
